REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant has provided arguments to show that the provisional document 60/065,118 provides support for the claimed device. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant points to page 2, lines 30-34 and 44-46. This passage discusses figure 1 as having a 
balloon on the distal end of the sheath (note not extending distallv past the shaft when inflated). It goes on to further describe 
each embodiment and then summarizes that "all systems include a flare on the distal end". While this provides support for a 
device having a flare on the end of a catheter that also has an inflatable balloon, it does not provide support for the flare actually 
being a balloon. The importance and structure of the flare is further discussed at page 5, lines 14-34. Here, the structure of the 
flare is discussed as a malecot with a membrane, wire basket with a membrane or a braid configuration. There is no indication 
that any of these structures incorporates an inflatable balloon into the structure of the flare .
